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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Marchbanks et al. (US Patent 6,266,401) in view of Heindel et al. (US Patent 
6,304,857). 

Marchbanks et al. discloses the claimed method of verifying taxes on a batch of 
customer bills but is silent regarding utilization of an outsourced billing entity (3 rd party) 
to prepare hold bills and final distribution of bills. Heindel et al. discloses that it is known 
in the art to provide outsourced billing to have another company prepare bills ("hold 
bills") and to provide final distribution of the bills to reduce costs and resources required 
for billing. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to provide the method of verifying taxes of Marchbanks et al. 
with the outsourcing of initial bill preparation and final distribution of the bills, in order to 
reduce costs and resources required for billing. 

Marchbanks et al. discloses the claimed method including tax verification of 
prepared bills (column 4 lines 40+) followed by final invoicing (column 4 lines 48+).

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 3-20 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
